MONTANA  LIVESTOCK  COMMISSION  MEETINGS 


FISCAL  YEAR  REPORT  1962  - 1963 


August  3a  1962,  Meeting  held  in  Helena®  The  Commission  discussed  policies, 
operation  of  the  Livestock  Commission,  mill  levies  for  the'  Predator  Control 
Program  and  studied  in  detail  budget  plans  for  the  coming  biennium.  The 
budget  was  approved  by. the  Commission. 

Livestock  cases  and  present  status  reviewed  were: 

Palmer  - Vollin  (investigation  continuing) 

Small  - Robinson  (found  not  guilty  in  Federal  court) 

Butchering  case  at  Kali spell  (investigation  continuing) 

Theft  of  Sheep  from  Mt»  Haggin  Livestock,  Anaconda  (arrest  of  Raymond 
J.  and  Raymond  H®  Johnson) 

McCone  County  - Killing  of  21  cows  (investigation  continuing) 
Inspection  violations  in  Carter  County  (fines  and  suspended  sentences 
ordered  by  the  judge) 

Mr®  Black,  Mr®  Moore  and  Mr.  Cheney  were  authorized  to  attend  the  5 State 
Conference  at  Dickinson,  North  Dakota® 


December  3 and  4,  1962.  Meeting  held  in  Great  Falls®  Archie  Wilson  was  unable 
to  attend  because  of  illness,  Mr.  Moore  reported  on  the  meeting  he  had  at- 
tended in  Miles  City  of  a group  of  stockmen  interested  in  making  a study  of 
livestock  laws  and  enforcement. 

Proposed  legislation  to  be  submitted  to  the  next  Legislative  Assembly 
was  studied  and  the  Commission  ordered  bills  to  be  presented  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  on  County  Livestock  Protective  Law,  adding  sheep'  to  the  estray  list 
and  providing  issuance  of  permits  for  sheep  being  removed  from  a county  (on 
petition) . 

President,  Wesley  Stearns,  Montana  Stockgrower ?s  Association,  entered 
the  meeting  and  discussed  prosecution  of  livestock  cases,  hiring  of  a special 
prosecutor^  finance  and  budget  of  the  Livestock  Commission. 

The  Commission  met  with  Brad  Spear,  President  of  the  Big  Horn  County 
Livestock  Association  and  Dan  Scott  of  the  Padlock  Ranch,  the  evening  of 
December  4® 

These  gentlemen  told  the  Commission  of  the  purpose  of  the  Committee 
that  had  been  formed  and  that  this  Committee  would  be  very  interested  in  help- 
ing the  Commission  in  any  problems  they  might  have.  They  wanted  to  explore 
all  possibilities  of  improvement  in  enforcement  and'  laws  pertaining  to 
protection  of  the  livestock  industry. 

February  3,  1963.  Meeting  was.  held  in  Billings®  Mr®  Moore  was  out  of  the 
State  for  personal  and  business  reasons  therefore  was  .unable  to  attend  the 
meeting. 

Legislation  pending  in  both  the  House  and  Senate  was  studied  and  the 
Executive  Officer  was  directed  as  to  what  action  to  be  taken  in  each  instance® 


President  Black  reported  on  the  meeting  of  the  Brand  Committee  of  the 
American  National  Cattlemen 9 s Association  which  met  in  Las  Vegas  in  January 
and  the  question  of  liability  of  the  brand  inspection  agencies  of  the  various 
states  when  issuing  certificates  and  clearing  cattle  for  shipment®  This 
question  of  the  liability  of  an  inspection  agency  had  been  brought  about 
in  a suit  filed  with  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act  by  the  Nebraska  Brand 
Committee o 

Wm®  Fc  Crowley,  Special  Assistant  to  the  Attorney  General  as  counsel 
for  the  Livestock  Commission  reported  to  the  Livestock  Commission  on  the 
case ^ Bruce  Johnson  vs  Livestock  Commission  (the  holding  of  proceeds  from  sale 
of  49  calves  at  Havre)® 

Mr0  Cheney  reported  on  his  investigation  of  the  operation  of  the  Live- 
stock Market  at  Dillon,  said  investigation  conducted  by  Mr®  Cheney  and  W®  L® 
Giles,  District  Supervisor,  Packers  and  Stockyards,  Billings 0 The  Commission 
ordered  a continuing  investigation  and  that  any  necessary  action  be  taken 
based  on  the  results  of  the  investigation® 

He  further  reported  on  the  investigation  of  the  cattle  killing  case 
of  McCone  County  and  the  MyrX  Howell  case  in  Carter  County  where  Howell  had 
been  charged  with  grand  larceny  of  sheep  and  further  that  Howell  had  purchased 
cattle  at  two  markets  in  the  State  and  that  checks  issued  for  payment  (ap- 
proximately $15,000)  were  not  good® 

March  IS,  .19,  20,  21  and  22 , I.963  ® Meeting  held  in  Helena®  Letters  from 
Governor  Tim  Babcock  stating  reappointment  of  A®  0®  Wilson  of  St®  Xavier  and 
Melvin  Peterson  of  Wisdom  as  members  of  the  Livestock  Commission  were  read® 

Mr®  A®  0o  Wilson  was  elected  President,  succeeding  John  Black  who  in  turn 
was  elected  Vice  President®  On  election,  Mr®  Wilson  asked  for  any  ideas 
towards  a better  operation  of  the  Livestock  Commission  and  Livestock  Sanitary 
Board® 


The  Executive  Officer  explained  that  the  Legislature  had  passed  our 
budget  requests  for  the  next  biennium,  that  investigation  of  the  operation  of 
the  Dillon  Market  had  continued,  that  John  T®  Vukich,  holder  of  the  license 
at  the.  Dillon  Market  had  disappeared,  that  no  one  knew  of  his  whereabouts  and 
that  the  bonding  company  had  notified  both  the  Livestock  Commission  and  the 
Packers  and  Stockyards  Branch,  USD A that  they  were  cancelling  the  bonds  held 
in  the  name  of  John  T®  Vukich  as  of  March  23,  1963  © 

The  Commission  ordered  that  the  attorney  for  John  To  Vukich  be  notified 
to  surrender  the  Certificate  of  Public  Convenience  and  Necessity  or  the  Com- 
mission would  hold  a hearing  to  revoke  the  certificate® 

The  Livestock  Commission  met  with  the  Fish  and  Game  Department  in  their 
offices  on  March  19  and  discussed  with  them  the  Predator  Control  Program  and 
Senate  Bill  No®  22  (night  hunting)® 

A general  discussion  of  all  aspects  of  investigation  and  operation  of 
the  Commission  was  held®  It  was  decided  to  issue  new  clearances  out  of  the 
market,  said  clearances  being  serially  numbered® 

Bonds  filed  by  various  livestock  markets  in  the  State  were  approved 
as  was  a meeting  of  District  Inspectors  which  was  to  be  held  in  May® 


On  March  20,  Commission  members  and  the  Executive  Officer  met  with 
Governor  Babcock,  briefly  reviewed  the  meeting  and  informed  Governor  Babcock 
of  the  investigation  and  status  of  the  Dillon  Livestock  Market® 

The  Commission  authorised  either  the  President  or  the  Executive  Officer 
to  hold  any  hearing  on  the  Dillon  Market  issue , such  hearing  to  be  held  to 
invalidate  the  Certificate  of  Public  Convenience  and  Necessity  issued  to 
John  T®  Vukich® 

On  March  22,  John  Jardine,  attorney  at  law  and  Mrs®  John  T®  (Georgina) 
Vukich  entered  the  meeting®  Mr®  Jardine  represented  John  T®  Vukich®  Mr® 

Jardine  and  Mrs®  Vukich  “’delivered  to  the  Livestock  Commission  the  Certificate 
of  Public  Convenience  and  Necessity  No®  91  which  was  issued  to  John  T®  Vukich 
and  an  agreement  that  upon  such  delivery  , the  certificate  would  be  deemed 
revoked  and  cancelled  and  no  longer  of  any  force  or  effect,  such  agreement 
signed,  John  T«  Vukich  by  Georgina  Vukich,  his  attorney  in  fact® 

The  Commission  ordered  that  the  certificate  be  terminated  and  that  the 
agreement  to  be  acknowledged  and  made  a part  of  these  records?

Mr®  Jardine  then  submitted  an  application  for  a Certificate  of  Public 
Convenience  and  Necessity  by  Phillip  Kountzs  d/'b/a  Dillon  Livestock  Commission 
Company  for  a livestock  market  at  Dillon® 

Mr®  Wilson  ordered  an  investigation  of  the  application  and  financial 
statement®  No  date  was  set  for  a hearing  on  this  application® 
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Kay  16,  17  and  IS,  1963 * Meeting  was  held  in  Billings « Henry  Miller  was 
unable  to  attend  because  of  illness*  Recent  developments  in  the  Dillon  Live- 
stock Market  incidence  such  as  possible  purchase  by  a group  of  ranchers 
of  the  market  and  facilities  for  $200,000  and  the  debt  against  the  market  of 
approximately  $250,000  were  related  to  the  Commission*  The  Commission  ordered 
that  the  claim  of  the  Livestock  Commission  in  the  amount  of  $2,365 ®49  be 
entered  against  the  bonding  company  for  John  T*  Vukich* 

Meeting  with  the  Commission  weres 

Harold  Biggs,  Dell,  Montana,  one  of  the  ranchers  interested  in  buying 
the  market  facilities  at  Dillon , 

W0  L0  Giles  of  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Branch  USDA  on  Dillon  market 
developments  and  changes  in  administration  of  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act 
in  Montana, 

Nelson  Elliott  and  Ee  F*  Grand,  U*  S0  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service , 

Jefferson  Doggett,  member  of  the  Governor fs  Advisory  Committee  on 
Predator  Animal  Control  who  with  Mr*  Elliott  and  Mr*  Grand  discussed  budget 
and  program  for  the  1963  - X9&4  fiscal  yearp 

John  Grierson,  President  of  the  Southeastern  Cattlemen  ?s  Association , 

Torrey  Johnson,  member  of  the  Big  Horn  Livestock  County  Association,  and 
Bud  Brewer,  rancher  from  Powderville  who  discussed  with  the  Commission  live- 
stock losses  through  theft,  investigations  laws,  enforcement  of  laws,  in- 
crease of  theft  and  possible  means  of  assisting  the  Livestock  Commission  and 
other  law  enforcement  agencies  in  enforcing  all  laws  as  well  as  laws  controlling 
theft  and  movement  of  livestock* 

On  May  17,  Mr*  Black  reviewed  for  the  Commission  all  of  the  happenings 
in  the  Bruce  Johnson  vs  Livestock  Commission  case  in  Havre  and  that  Judge 
Dignan  had  issued  a summary  judgment  ordering  the  Livestock  Commission  to 
pay  Bruce  Johnson  proceeds  from  sale  of  49  calves  involved  plus  6 per  cent 
interest  on  this  amount,  interest  to  be  paid  from  date  the  proceeds  were  first 
held*  This  case  was  discussed  with  a number  of  ranchers  attending  the  Stock- 
grower  f®  Convention  in  Billings* 

The  Executive  Officer  informed  the  Commission  that  one  of  the  employees 
had  been  offered  $1,000  cash  for  a ’’horse  inspection  book*1  * 

Charles  F*  Moses,  attorney  at  law,  Billings,  Special  counsel,  for  the 
Livestock  Commission,  in  prosecution  of  the  Myrl  Howell  (charged,  with  grand 
larceny  of  sheep.  Garter  County)  case  entered  the  meeting  and  reported,  on 
that  case*  Mr*  Wilson  asked.  Mr*  Moses  whether  he  would  be  interested  to  act 
as  attorney  for  the  Livestock  Commission  on  a retainer  basis  with  details 
to  be  worked  out  later*  The  Commission,  by  motion , authorized  the  above 
action* 

June  15,  1963q  Meeting  held  in  Billings*  Mr*  Peterson  was  unable  to 
attend  because  of  personal  and  business  reasons* 

Ralph  Miracle,  Secretary  of  the  Montana  Stockgrower f s Association  was 
invited  into  the  meeting  and  discussed  with  the  Commission  a recommended 
’’Brand  and  Theft  Committee”  of  that  association  to  work  with  the  Livestock 
Commission  in  all  phases  of  law  enforcement,  review  of  livestock  laws  and 
a combined  study  of  brand  inspection  in  the  State* 

The  Commission  met  with  Brad  Spear,  President  of  the  Big  Horn  County 
Livestock  Association,  John  Grierson,  President  of  the  Southeastern  Livestock 
Association  and  Pete  Hill,  Torrey  Johnson,  Bill  Gillin  and  Sam  Tank  to  dis- 
cuss mutual  problems  on  illegal  livestock  movements* 


The  Commission  approved  the  same  mill  levies  as  were  asked  for  in  1962® 

The  Commission  ordered  that  new  horse  inspection  books  be  obtained  and 
that  they  be  numbered  serially. 

The  Commission  acknowledged  retirement  of  Leslie  Adams  on  August  1 and 
of  Almon  Hall  on  September  1. 

President  Wilson  told  the  Commission  that  it  had  been  decided  not  to 
appeal  the  summary  judgment  issued  by  Judge  Dignan  in  the  Johnson  case  in 
Havre  and  that  there  had  been  no  final  decision  by  the  judge  on  the  damages 
asked  for  in  the  case. 

The  Commission  on  motion,  approved  retaining  the  law  firm  of  Sandall, 
Moses  and  Cavan,  Attorneys  at  Law,  Billings,  Montana  as  special  counsel  for 
the  Livestock  Commission.

The  report  covers  livestock  classified,  as  actual  ’’estrays”  and  also  those 
animals  held  for  ownership  which,  after  investigation,  are  either  returned  to 
recorded,  owner  of  brand  or  brand  owner  receives  proceeds  from  sale® 

Inspectors  send  in  cards  which  show  where  animal(s)  are  founds  (Range*  Ranch* 
Shipment  etc®)®  Also  shown  is  the  number  of  head*  brand*  further  description  and 
what  disposition  was  made  of  the  animal(s)® 

Those  listed  under  ’’Market  Inspectors111  are  found  by  inspectors  at  licensed 
livestock  markets  in  shipments  which  are  consigned  for  sale  by  someone  other 
than  the  recorded  owner  of  brand  on  animal® 

Those  listed,  under  ’’District  Inspectors”  are  found  in  course  of  investi- 
gation work  in  the  field,  inspection  at  country  shipping  points*  and  in  checking 
cattle  on  ranches®  If  owner  can  be  found  he  is  notified  and  disposition  is 
left  to  owner o If  owner  cannot  be  located,  animals  are  advertised  under 
Section  46-1002,  Revised  Codes  of  Montana,  1947*  or  shipped  to  a licensed  live- 
stock market  for  sale® 

Those  listed  under  ’’Association  Inspectors”  are  found  and  handled  in  the 
same  manner  as  explained  under  ’’District  Inspectors”.,  These  inspectors  are 
hired  by  county  or  local  associations  for  investigations*  inspections  and  for 
protection  of  livestock  producers  from  rustling  and  losses® 

Those  listed  under  ’’Deputy  Inspectors”  are  found  at  time  of  inspection  as 
required  before  leaving  county  of  origin®  The  Deputy  Inspector  sees  that  animal 
is  returned  to  owner  or  if  owner  cannot  be  determined,  reports  to  District 
Inspector  who  then  disposes  of  animal  as  prescribed  under  ’’District  Inspectors”, 
above  ®

At  the  Helena  office  98  reports  were  received  of  cattle*  horses  and  sheep 
being  lost  or  stolen 0 The  number  of  head  involved  was  492  cattle*  7 horses  and 
366  sheep*  a total  of  865  head0 

In  most  instances  the  owner  of  the  missing  stock  does  not  make  a report  until 
several  weeks  after  the  stock  has  disappeared.  This  adds  to  the  difficulty  of 
tracing  and  locating  the  stock.  In  addition  to  the  reports  of  loss  turned  in  to  the 
office*  the  District  Inspectors  receive  many  reports  direct  from  the  owner.  The 
Inspector  often  locates  the  stock  and  so  no  loss  report  comes  to  the  Helena  office. 


Nine  bulletins  listing  description  and  various  other  data  on  missing  stock 
were  circulated  during  the  year.  These  were  sent  to  the  District  and  Market 
Inspectors*  Sheriffs*  the  Highway  Patrol*  the  F,  B.  1=  and  to  Customs  Officers  and 
Inspection  Agencies  of  the  adjoining  states. 

District  Inspectors  supervise  the  local  Inspection  work  done  by  318  Deputy 
Inspectors  now  under  bond.  Deputy  Inspectors  are  not  paid  by  the  State  but  they 
retain  the  fee*  set  by  law*  which  they  collect  from  the  shipper  or  owner  of  the 
livestock  inspected.

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PREDATORY  ANIMAL  CONTROL 


For  the  purpose  of  predatory  animal  control  the  State  is  divided  into  four 
control  districts o Operations  within  these  districts  are  based  on  economic  losses 
and  needs . Plans  are  worked  out  annually  by  the  Governor's  Advisory  Committee  on 
Predatory  Animal  Control  and  the  Montana  District  Agent  of  the  U»  So  Fish  & Wildlife 
Service.  The  Committee  is  composed  of  five  members,  one  member  representing  each 
of  the  following:  The  Montana  Wool  Growers  Association,  the  Montana  Stockgrowers 

Association,  the  Montana  Federated  Wildlife  Clubs,  The  Montana  County  Commissioners 
Association  and  the  fifth  member  - the  Director  of  the  Montana  Fish  & Game  Depart- 
ment. The  Secretary  of  the  Montana  Livestock  Commission  is  the  ex-officio  secre- 
tary of  the  Committee. 

Funds  collected  by  counties  are  derived  through  a special  sheep  license. 

These  monies  are  retained  in  the  county  and  expended  by  order  of  the  County  Com- 
missioners. This  source  of  funds  has  nearly  reached  its  limit  as  the  majority 
of  counties  are  collecting  10  cents  per  head  which  is  the  maximum  fee  set  by 
State  law. 

The  other  three  sources  of  funds  - Montana  Livestock  Commission,  Department 
of  Fish  & Game  and  the  Bureau  of  Sport  Fisheries  and  Wildlife  - are  used  over  the 
entire  State  with  the  exception  of  National  Parks  and  Wilderness  areas.  The 
State  is  divided  into  four  sub-districts  and  these  funds  are  allotted  to  the  sub- 
districts on  the  basis  of  - 50%  to  land  area  and  50%  to  total  livestock  numbers. 

Control  operations  throughout  the  District  (State)  for  the  fiscal  year  1963 
were  carried  out  by  an  average  of  31  regular  hunters  which  is  the  same  number  as 
last  year.  The  land  area  of  Montana  is  146,205  square  miles.  This  maintains 
over  3 million  head  of  livestock.  Montana  is  rated  as  one  of  the  leading  big 
game  states.

Rodent  control  operations  in  the  District  (Montana)  are  conducted  by 
the  Bureau  of  Sport  Fisheries  & Wildlife  in  cooperation  with  the  Montana 
Livestock  Commission*  Board  of  County  Commissioners,  Agriculture  groups, 
cities  and  other  government  agencies® 

Rodent  species  involved  are  the  Columbia,  Richardson  and  Armatus  ground 
squirrel,  black  tailed  prairie  dog,  kangaroo  rat,  the  common  house  rat,  pocket- 
gopher  and  field  mice® 

The  most  important  control  programs  conducted  during  the  year  were  on 
the  Richardson  ground  squirrel  and  prairie  dog® 

Richardson  ground  squirrel  programs  are  quite  limited  in  the  eastern 
half  of  the  district®  This  rodent  has  continued  to  increase  very  rapidly 
the  last  three  years  causing  serious  damage  to  crops  and  grazing  lands®  As 
materials  and  labor  costs  increase,  it  becomes  more  expensive  to  treat  the 
infested  areas® 

Prairie  dog  operations  in  the  eastern  portion  of  the  state  are  mostly  of 
a clean-up  nature®  Effective  control  on  thousands  of  acres  of  valuable  grazing 
land  has  resulted  in  enormous  savings  to  the  agriculture  industry® 

Mouse  infestation  was  above  average  in  many  sections  of  the  state  this 
spring®  The  increase  in  numbers  was  the  result  of  heavy  vegetive  cover  last 
fall,  and  a mild  winter®  Mouse  damage  to  winter  wheat  over  the  state  was  spotty 
in  most  cases®  However,  farmers  in  several  counties  of  central  Montana  experienced 
some  serious  damage  to  wheat®  Mice  were  largely  confined  to  heavy  vegetation 
along  fence  rows,  ditch  banks,  and  adjoining  pasture  lands®  Zinc  phosphide  oat 
bait  in  the  2-100  formula  was  made  available  to  farmers  through  the  county 
Extension  Service®
